The public schoolu are only nominally 
BO. Ihi school houses are oftener 

spoken of !is wui'd n;c-'tiiig houses, and 
are used indil'ierently lor Moiniou wor- 
ship • and for schools. Tlu y were 
originally built by ddi ations as 'meeting 
houses. Tlip title to th.' land on which 
they arc .'situated i>5 i<\ tiii^tees, but 
whetlier these are snl»-tinsrf « s for the 
Tirs^c iu tnift ot tli'- Church, or 
wiit'ther tiiey act for the school lUstrict, 
is one of those things that **ro fellow 
can find out." It u openly charged 
here that tbe.^e bnilditips un>i all owned 
b^y the Churcli, aiul J; ic charge is not 
disputed. But one thiug is sure; if they 
Hfi' not owiji (1 by tlic srvcnil school 
d:btrict.s, Iheu there atve uobchool Itouseu 
at all so owned. They are repaired, 
added to, and renewed out of tie; public 
taxation, Tiic ti hcIkms arc all ri (initcd 
to bo Murnioii.s; tnitiuii fe<!.-> me chcvrgcd 
all the pupils, addi;ional to the public 
tax; t!ie grades of study aic oxln mcly 
low, and the teachers iucompeteut; the 
text bofks are carefully selected to see 
that nothitig inimical to Moruionism is 
in them; and the 3It»rmon doctrinal 
books are read and taught in these 
schools. They ai'e, thertfore, simply 
Mormon sectarian schools, snj'i">ortf d 
largely at the public charge. Under 
these circumstances it is impo-sHible for 
Ani» i imn^ t-.>1iave tlu ir children ediu'atcd 
in these kcIiooIr, nor do tiiey ])ri tend to. 
Ytt none the less i.s theii* property 
heavily taxed to maintain and support 
them, and the tax is much more a 
chtirch tax than a school tax. In addi- 
tion to this, the Americans have to pay 
for the schooling of their c'lildien in 
private schools, established and llourisl:- 
lug here under the contioi of the 
IHpiscopaliaus, Boman Oatholics, Pres- 
byterians, C'^nfjr.'gat'onili'-ts, and 
Methodists. The local taxing power is 
exclusively iu the hands of the Mormons. 
The consequence is that Ani< ricans are 
as^j-'S'^od nmch lii-her tlian ^[onnonsou 
siiuiiar property, and the luiter receive 
large eoncefesions besides, in the shape 
of remissions of taxes, w hich the countv 
court is eini>owcred to make, to the ex- 
tent of $10 lor each person. But taxes 
on Americans are not remitted. Neither 
are they able to obtain any showing of 
what is done witli their mimey. In ad- 
dition large blocks of the finest property 
in the city escape taxation under tln' pre- 
tense that they a'e owned by the Mor- 
mon Church, but not used for church 
piiri)oses; and the collector's books 
show, bt siih s, Iom;; columns of taxes 
paid by Js>nieb Jack, Territorial Treas- 
urer, probably out of the public moneys, 
on assessments against the favon d ones 
<}{ tbe faith. It is substantial grittvances 
like these of whicli the Americans of 
Utah complain, and to which they point 
whenever the Mormois put forward 
their usual claim of good and i'uir admin- 
istration of Territorial aifinirs. We don't 
hear of them putting forth any claims of 
this kind at home, rest rving them for 
the outside world, where the knowledge 
of the facts is liniitt>d. Hut we submit 
that this is a sliowiiig which entith'S the 
people of Utah to relief itt the hiujds of 
their fellow citizens. They have long 
asked it, but have eitlier got nothing or 
Hometbin'^ iiicfTectunl. ^fauy other 
things u.iglit named in th<i way of 
abuses iu Utah, aud m:iny nullilications 
of C'.»ngl'cs^i•)I.•al 1 iw ei ed; out all cau 
not be given iu one new.sp:ip( r, or iu 
limited H])ace. I quit here, with the 
e\})laDatiou that I have used the word 
American as the reverse of Mortiion. It 
is a diiitinctiou taught the Indiaiis by 
the Mormons in past years, and many 
an "Am Tie in *' has l een killed simply 
because ho could not claim to be a Mor* 
mon. There is no reasoil why this die- 
tinction of their own should now be 
dropped when thectmditionaMtohlBif^.
